From tho copy in. tho Daily Press of 
your letter to the Hongkong General 
Chamber Commerce replying to our 
comin tof 23rd Juno inet, we notice 
that the Governmont have made some 
capital out of the fact’ that two members 
‘of the 1906 Typhoon Reliof Committee, 
whose firms represent large shipping in- 
terests here and whe are aignatories to our 
letters of 23rd April and 23rd June Inst, 


goquiesced in the recommendation made’

While this statement is correst as far.as 
it goes, we would direct the attention of 
the Government tothe fact that the quas- 
tion of financing the proposed harbour of 
refuge at Mong Kok ‘Tsui was never dis.

Further we shoal like Me state that the 
presont pro] y the Gorernment to 
spend $1,600,000. on a Harbour of Refugo 
Mong Kok Tsui—half.of which bas. to 
be provided by the shipping companies— 
is quite another matter, and had: such 
Proposals ‘been-made by the 1906 Typhoon 

lief Committee, it is safe to sssume that 
both the Bentlomen montioned in your 
letter of 26th July last to the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce would have 
strongly protested against the proposal. 

But putting that mattor on one side, it 
has been again clearly demonstrated to us 
in the recent unfortur typhoon of the 
27th/28th July thas there is no necessity 
for the construction of so large and costly 
# harbour of refuge as that proposed hy the 
Government. 

With only 5 ‘hours’ notica from tho 
Observatory of the approach of the typhoon 
within the 300 miles radius, comparatively.

(b) That the Government's theory that 
there is always sufficient water ot Cause- 
way Bay in a typhoon is misleading, for’

noon of the 27th July at the entrance to 
the rofuge after the typhoon tas signalled 
ontsido 300 miles—bonts desiring to enter 
being prevented by the inability of those 
already in from moving farther. inshore 
owing to the shallowness of-the refuge. 

“Tt has been hinted that it isthe intention 
of the Government to fill in Causoway Bay 
refuge when the proposed.
